Lemberg soon will be evacuated, according to reports from the St. Petersburg war office. 
If this is true, 


the Austrian menace to Russian Poland will he ended and the Russian forces can begin to converge for the 
march on Berlin, thu Russian objective in North Galicia apparently being Koenigshutte, whence they can 
inarch on Berlin by ivny of Breslau. 


On the upper Oise the British are fighting desperately to prevent the Germans from securing one of 


the, most direct routes to Paris. News of Ibis battle reaching here from two different sources is the first 
definite information since .the end of the battle of Jlons. 
The battle raged Sunday and Monday and by sheer 


weight of numbers the Germans secured a slight advance. 
Military experts point out that from the present 


position on the upper Oise river the German advance will become increasingly difficult, owing to the natural 
features of the country as well as the artificial defenses that will have to be encountered. 


It is becoming evident that all along the'western line the allies are playing for time in the hope that 


the German assault will become exhausted. 
On the diplomatic side, Germany is making renewed efforts-to 


bring Italy into her camp by a proclamation which cities that a victory for England and France will de- 
prive Italy of all chance of dominating the Mediterranean.

sort. 


It is held that the sale of German 


ships is obviously for avoidance of one 
of the. consequences to which Germany 
has been, exposed since the outbreak 
of hostilities. 
One of '-the legitimate 


acts of war is to destroy the enemy's 
commerce, either by capture on 
the 


seas or by driving ships into harbors. 
Should such ships be sold, the money 
derived therefrom returns to the ene- 
my, and thus benefits him as well as 
constituting an avoidance of the con- 
sequences to which the vessel is ex- 
posed.

Later Tony Pe- 
rillo appeared with a gun. the district 
attorney said, but two members of tJiu 
construction gang took it away from 
him.

fied in the minds of American citizens they arc greatly mistaken.

no disposition in this country to be unfair to Germany. 
On the 
con- 


trary, the American press is eminently fair as between tho belligerent 
powers. The newspapers, large and small, sfnnd for the policy of ueu- 
trnlity laid down by President Wilson and they arc not, as wns alleged 
nl the Sunday meeting, maimfai<4uring false charges ngninsl Germany or 
any other power. 
They (ire not so absolutely foolish as to do anything 


of tie' kind. 
The press of this country publishes Ihe despatches sent 


out from both sides whether these be true or false and in mnny cases 
they are known to bo false.

JAPAN 
CAN AID THE 
ALLIES 


IN THE FAR EAST BUT CANNOT 
.ASSIST THEM IN EUROPE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—In a state- 


ment issued yesterday by the Japanese 
consul. Gen. Takashl Nakamura, in re- 
ply to questions whether Japan would 
send troops to Europe to assist tho al- 
lies or organize an expedition to help 
keeping Turkey at hay, he made it 
clear that Japan stands ready to help 
the allies in the Far East, but that it 
cannot, assist them in Europe. 


"Our agreement with Great Britain," 


said the consul-general. "Is such that 
she need have no fear of removing her 
troops from India to the war 
zone. 


That agreement 
binds us to protect 


the interests of Britain in just such an 
emergency, and 
the 
agreemen t 
in - 


eludes India and China. 


"In the event of Turkey getting into 


this war, which is not so promising as 
it may seem, Japan would 
send 
to 


India a sufllcient force to keep down 
any uprising of the natives that may 
he fomented by Turkish or 
German 


interests. Such a movement of Japan- 
ese troops is covered in the agreement. 


"On the other hnnd, \ve cannot send 


troops to the war in Europe, no matter 
what the fortunes of the allies may 
be. In-'the lirat place, our agreement 
does not. cull for nid in that direction; 
in the second place, it would be- almost 
impossible to get enough troops into 
the war zone to be- of any service at 
the last desperate cry for help.'' 


The Turkish consul-general. Djelai 


Bey. laughed when asked 
about 
the 


probabilities of his country going to 
war. 


"Turkey." he said, "has just passed 


through two wars. Wars have long 
ago ceased to be interesting even as a 
commercial 
proposition. 
Turkey is 


not looking for a fisht. either 
with 


the possible winner or the 
probable 


loser in this war. T believe that my 
country is taking the strict path of 
neutrality."

McADOO—HOUSE

TAKES UP BILL TODAY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Tho right 


of the United States to buy merchant 
snips of any nationality 
for neutral 


uses cannot be disputed by any nation 
Sec. McAdoo said yesterday before the 
house 
merchant 
marine committee 


supporting 
the Administration Mer- 
chant Marine bill. 


Mr. MeAdoo refused, 
however, to 


discuss the diplomatic phases of the. 
situation when asked If protests were 
received from Great Britain or France 
against the possible purchase of Ger- 
man vessels. 


'Hearings on the bill ended yesterday 


nnd it will he taken up tomorrow for 
Immediate committee action.. An early 
report to the house- Is expected. Sec. 
McAdoo indorsed the Alexander 
bill 


which provides for the organization or 
a $10,000,000 corporation, with power 
to buy, build and operate ships In the 
foreign trade and the government as 
majority stockholder. 


He said that as some of the lines to 


be established would probably bo op- 
erated at a loss, private capital would 
not be attracted, the government prob- 
ably supplying the entire capital. 


"Do you understand?" asked Repre- 


sentative Saunders, "that 
there 
is 


ffrave objection on the part of Great 
Britain and France to our taking over 
the German bottoms which have been 
driven out of the foreign trade'by the 
war?" 


"Of course, I cannot discuss the di- 


plomatic phases of the question," said 
Sec. McAdoo. "That is the business 
of the state department. It. cannot be 
successfully disputed, however, 
that 


this government has the right to bus- 
ships from German companies or any- 
one else so long as it buys these ships 
for neutral uses." 


"It is stated that payment for the 
ships would be in the nature of sup- 
plying funds to a belligerent nation " 
said Representative Sounders. 


"The ships arc not owned by the 


government," answered Mr. 
McAdoo. 


"They are owned by private citizens 
arid tho money would be paid to these 
citizens, not to the government." 


"But it is said that those lines' are 


so closely connected with the govern- 
ment that payment would be practi- 
cally to the government," Mr. Saund- 


H replied: 
"I think there is nothing in that ob- 


jection," said the secretary. "There In 
no. more punctilious citizen 
of 
the 


United States with respect to neutral- 
ity." he continued,'"than the president, 
who would be the chief representative 
of the government In the company to 
be organized under this bill. We can 
rest assured of absolute neutrality." 


The secretary said that the govern- 


ment would be exactly in the same 
position as a 'private stockholder, .so 
far as international conditions were 
concerned and that 
the question of 


sovereignty would never be raised in 
a prize court.

In the last month when Paris 
presented tho appearance of such com- 
plete calm," says tho Paris

pondent of the Chronicle. "More shops 
are open and rows of chairs ha-ve ap- 
peared before tho chief 
cafes. 
The 


possibility of a. German raid is very 
slight. Solitary fortresses may perhaps 
'be masked but the attempt to cut down 
tho Olso valloy toward Paris except 
•as a. trivial raid without first routing 
tho masses of the army, is madness. 


"Wo may assume therefore that If 


the Germans have faced eastward and 
turned their backs on the British and 
other forces gathering in Plcardy they 
must either win an immediate victory 
or risk 
being caught botwceu tho 
.hammer and tho anvil. 
If they win 
.they will still have to moot other ar- 
'mies, Including . tho large 
garrison 
army. Common sense Is shown in pr'o- 
,paring against any contingency. More 
"than one' edition daily of any newspa- 
per Is prohibited on pain of permanent, 
suppression and tho lights on tho Seine 
bridges and .the riverside have been 
greatly reduced, no doubt, out of re- 
'garrt for tho Zeppelins and aeroplanes. 
• 
"No considerable chanfto Is percepti- 
ble In the military, situation nnd It it 


believed that the main French army 
and ths British wing still hold tho 
line. So far the German turning'move- 
ment by western Belgium which cost 
enormous losses and risks has 
been 


successful but now the positon Is very 
different. The best Prussian and Han- 
over troops are exhausted and the Ger- 
mans have tho main bodies of the al- 
lies to meet. 


'The forts on which so much work 


has been spent are not silenced. Pros- 
pective defeat, flight and piecemeal 
slaughter Is open for tho Germans. 


"A brief official review Just issued 


shows tho vastness of this unprece- 
dented battlefield, 175 mllos long. For- 
ty-five miles southward of their armies 
tho allies blocked tho German 
ad- 


vance decisively, '•• 


"Whether 'the same British force is

LOM30N, Sept. 1 (11 p. m.)'—-Tho official casualties suffered by the 


cavalry brigade o.nd of three of the divisions, .less one brigade, of the 
British force in France follows: 


•. Killed, 30 officers and 127 men. 


Wounded, 57 officers and 629 men. 
Missing, 95 officers and 4183 men. 


TUis report was received in London-from the headquarters in France 


of (he expeditionary force. 
As regards tho men as distinguished from 


officers it is known that a considerable portion of the missing ivere 
n-oiinded men who had been sent down country and of whom particulars 
were not available at headquarters. 


In the missing arc included those who have not been accounted for 


and the list of missing may comprise prisoners not wounded and strag- 
glers, ns well as casualties. 


The casualty lists as received include the names of officers only. 


The-next of kin ha,vo been informed by telegraph; the names themselves 
jrill'be given out tomorrow. It may take some little time yet to collect 
information as to the other ranks but their names will be published when 
received and after their next of kin have been informed. 


Further reports of British casualties are expected with little delay. 


HOME RULE IN POLAND PROMISED-BY TEUTONS 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—Poland has been promised a provisional 


home government by both Germany and Austro-Hungary, according to 
wireless despatches received yesterday from Berlin by the German consul 
of Philadelphia. 


The seat of tho new Polish republic is to be located at Warsaw, in 


Russian Poland. 


While the despatches concerning the new Polish freedom was brief, 


they pointed out that the action of the.imperial Russian government, as 
shown in reports from St. Petersburg, indicated that all Poland had risen 
jubilantly in" welcoming both the Austrian and German troops to Kussian 
Poland.

Reported That Turkey Has Declared War on 


Russia—Germans Again Bombarding Malines— 
Russians Commit Terrible Atrocities in East 
Prussia—Russians Claim Crushing Defeat of 
Austrians—Germans Drop Bombs on Antwerp 
—Japan Lands 15,OOO Troops at Lung Kow 


The fourth day of tho second, general battle be tween the Germans and the allies finds Emperor Wil- 


liam's forces pressing with unprecedented strength their advance on Paris! Then- right is reported to be within 
fifty miles of the French capital.

In the absence of official announcements, it is,indicated by news despatches (hat the British and French 


continue a stubborn resistance, giving way slowly, however, whenever this strategy is necessary to keep their 
lines intact and prevent an enveloping movement by the German right. 


In the east the lighting progresses with unabated fury. 
Both the Russian and the Austro-German ar- 


mies have met successes and reverses. 
It is admitted in Petrograd ' (St. Petersburg) that'two army corps 


were defeated by the Germans in East Prussia and that three Russian generals were lost. 


On the other hand the Austrians appear to have been defeated in Galicia where overwhelming successes 


are claimed by the Russians. 
This claim finds support in a despatch from Vienna which states that the 


Austrians had decided to evacuate Lemberg, (lie capital of Galicia. 


Official despatches from Petrograd coming via London show evidences of having been closely censored in 


London.

. The altitudes of Turkey and Italy are anxiously awaited by all the belligerents. 
A semi-official despatch 


from Petrograd says that Turkish troops have landed on the shores of Asia-Minor at Smyrna. 
Further 


pressure is reported to have been brought on Italy by Germany and Austria to have her support the triple 
alliance. 


The Japanese foreign office has issued a statement complaining of the alleged unfair treatment of Jap- 


anese non-combatants in Germany. 


ALLIES AND GERMANS IN DESPERATE 
BATTLE 


LONDON, Sept. 2 (10.10 a. m.)—A corner of the curtain over the battle drama 
in 
northwestern 


France has been raised momentarily. It shows the allies battling desperately to prevent the success of tbj 
German assault on the upper Oise, less than 50 miles from Paris. 


On the eastern war stnge Russia frankly confesses to disaster to two army corps, including the loss 


of three generals, Samsoniv, Mnrtos and Pestitch. 


Elsewhere the Russian arms seemed to have triumphed. 
Galicia has been successfully 
invaded 
and 


Lemherg soon will be evacuated, according to reports from'the St. Petersburg war office. 
If this is true, 


the Austrian menace to Russian Poland will be ended and the Russian: forces can begin to converge for the 
march on Berlin, the Russian objective in North. Galicia apparently being Koenigsbutte, whence they can 
march on Berlin by way. of Breslaii.

On the upper Oise the British are fighting desperately to prevent the Germans from securing one of 


the most direct Tonics to Paris. News of this battle reaching here from two different sources is the first 
definite information since the end of the battle of Mons. 'The battle raged Sunday and' Monday and by. sheer 
weight of numbers the Germans secured a slight advance. 
Military experts point out that from the present 


position'on the upper Oiso river the German advance will become increasingly difficult, owing to the natural 
features of the country, as 'well as the artificial defenses that will have to be encountered. 


It is becoming evident that nil along the western line the allies are playing for time in the hope that 


the German assault will become exhausted. 
On the diplomatic side, Germany is. making renewed-efforts to 


bring Italy into her camp by a proclamation which cities that a victory for England and France .will de- 
prive .Italy of all chance of dominating the Mediterranean. 


Tho-western const, of Belgium and northwestern const'of-France are apparently clear of Germans.

stored by Plen ua.nl, xvho bad become 
secretary of war, tn the rank that 
would have been his had he remained 
in the army, that of major.

•rounded men who hnd been sent down country and of whom particulars 
were not available at headquarters. 


In (ho missing are included those who have not been accounted for 


and the list of missing may comprise prisoners not wounded and strag- 
glers, as well as casualties. 


The casualty lists as received include the names o£ officers only. 


The next of kin have been informed by telegraph; the names themselves 
will be given out tomorrow. It may take some little time yet to collect 
information as to the other ranks but their names will bo published when 
received and after their nest of kin have been informed. 


Further reports of British" casualties are expected with little delay. 


HOME RULE IN POLAND PROMISED BY TEUTONS

home government by both Germany and Austro-Hungary, according to 
wireless despatches received yesterday from Berlin by the German consul 
of Philadelphia.
